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Council Support Promised 
For Elderly Citizens’ Club 


An application for assistance} 
in extending the Elderly Citizens 
Club rooms was well received at 
Tuesday’s Council meeting. 


- Representing the Elderly Citi- 
zens were Mrs C. M. McIntyre 
and Mr Noel Cant, of the Bxe- 
cutive Committee, 


Appealing for assistance from 
the Council, Mrs McIntyre said 
the present facilities were now 
totally inadequate. The total 
membership had risen to 260. 
There were 45 male members 
but only about 6 of them at- 
tended the club rooms and most 
of these left after lunch had 

\ been served because of the lack 
of facilities for their recreation, 

With only one room it was 
impossible to enjoy various forms 
of recreation or relaxation such 
as watching TV, cards etc. 


‘The club rooms were well pat- 
ronised as 260 meals a week were 
served but greater use would be 
be made if the facilities were 
better. The committee had rais. 
ed £600 and an appeal was made 
to the Council to assist in 
planning the extensions and 
also to help financially if ne- 
cessary. 


Mr Cant said that at the last 
meeting of the committee it 
was decided to extend the build. 
ing by adding another room on 
the northern end approx. 24 ft 
in length ‘to be used possibly as 
a TV room. A further room on 
the west (Sargood Street) side 
was planned as a billiards room. 


Mrs McIntyre said the club 
members knew what they de. 
sired and requested that these 
ideas be placed before the arch- 
itect rather than the architect 
decide what was required. 

Cr Cresser said the originai 
plans made provision for exten- 
sions and he supported the ap- 
plication for assistance. . 





Cr Hearn, the Council rep- 
resentative on the Elderly Citi. 
zens Committee, said there was 
little he could add except that 
he felt the building of the El. 
derly Citizens Club Rooms was 
one of the finest projects under- 
taken by the Council, The time 
had atrived for extensions to be 
carried owt as the membership 
had grown considerably and he 
felt it was necessary to have 
separate rooms for the various 
forms of recreation. He did not 
think that any councillor would 
not support the appeal for as. 
sistance but he felt no decision 
could be made until plans and 
costs were drawn up. He con. 





gratuated the committee in 
raising £600 in such a short 
time. 


Cr McIntosh said he was sure 
the whole Council would give 
the project its blessing but he 


{agreed that no decision could be 


made immediately. 


Cr Hearn moved that the 
architect he consulted and the 
matter be placed on the Sep- 
tember estimates. This was sec- 
onded by Cr MéeIntosh and car. 
ried. 

Mrs McIntyre thanked the 
Council for a sympathetic hear- 
ing and this was endorsed by 
Mr Cant Mrs McIntyre asked 
the Council to give consideration 
to the ornamental wall facing 
Sargood Street as the area be. 
hind the wall was becoming a 
meeting place for young people 
and was causing some annoyance 
to the club. 


The Shire Secretary (Mr J. 
Waters) said that since the 
Council meetings had been held 
in the Elderly Citizens’ Club 
Rooms it was noticed that the 
lighting left room for improve. 
ment and this would be attend- 
ed to when the extensions were 
carried out,

Derek Johns, 19 years, of 176 
Nellie Street, Altona, was 
charged with having in his pos-. 
session a silencer and with sell. 
ing a silencer. He did not ap- 
pear in court. 


Also charged was Gary Keith 
Ewan, 19 years, of Acacia St., 
Seaholme, with having in his 
possession between January 1 
and March 24, 1962, a silencer 
and with selling a silencer. He 
pleaded not guilty. 

Alexander Thomas Reid, 18 
years, of Yarra Street, North 
Williamstown, was charged with 
having in his possession a silen- 
cer, that he did purchase a silen. 
cer, and that he did manufac- 
ture a silencer, Reid pleaded 
guilty to the first two charges 
and not guilty of manufactur. 
ing a silencer, 


Senior Const W. Little said 
he interviewed Reid at the 
W’town Police Station and asked 
him if a car parked. outside was 
his. Reid said yes, it was in his 
mother's name. He then asked 
Reid if he would accompany him 
while he searched the car and 
found a silencer in it. 


Reid said he owned it and had 
bough; it from Gary Ewan for 
£3. It did not fit his rifle so he 
made an adapter for it. He did 
not know it was unlawful to 
have it. On the same day he in. 
terviewed Ewan and told him, he 
had information that he had 
sold Reid a silencer. Ewan said 
he got him one off a friend and 
agreed he received £3 for it and 
intended giving the friend 21. 
He made a statement which 
said Reid had told him he want- 
ed a silencer and he told him he 
thought. he could get him one. 
He went to Johns and got . it 
from him and then took it to 
work and sold it to Reid. The 
gun was tested at the Ballistics 
section and found to be much 
softer sounding, in fact more 
like an air rifle. 


Const. Slattery said he inter- 
viewed Johns on March 26, 1962 
and asked him if he ever owned 
a silencer. Johns said yes he had 
bought one about a month be- 
fore but sold it to Gary Ewan. 
He had bought it off a chap 
about three years ago but did 
not know his name and address. 
He sold it to Ewan for £1.

Ewan said in the witness box 
that he was talking about rifles 
with Reid who said he wanted 
a silencer and he thought he 
could get him one, Johns agreed 
to sell it for £1 and the next 
morning he sold it to Reid for 
£3, He agreed he did have it in 
his possession a day and had 
sold it but did not think he was 
guisty as he was only getting it 
for someone else. 


Mr O'Connor SM, told him he 
did have it and did sell it and 
was really trading with it. 

Reid said he took it home 
and found it did not fit his 
Trifle. 

Each of the defendants were 
fined £3 on each charge and, the 
silencer ordered to be forfeited.
